ENGLISH GRIP ON 
OIL POINTED OUT 


Scientist Warns of Future 
Control by British 


Synthetic Gasoline Held 
Better Than Natural 


No Shortage Foreseen for 
Present Generation 


mr A. P. SIGHT WIRE) 

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 30.—British 
interests are gradually gaining 
control of the ol! industry in thie 
country and the time may come 
when “we may be forced to Buy 
our gasoline much as we now buy 
our rubber and coffée.” Dr. Roy 
Cross, secretary and manager of 
the Kansas City testing laboratory, 
declared at the annual convention 
of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 
He declared that English con- 
cerns now own “38 per cent of our 
ofl industry and dominate the for- 
elgn ofl field.” 


MADE GAS GOOD 

In discussing artificial process of 
manufacturing gasoline, Dr. Cross 
decjared that synthetic gasoline 
made by treating petroleum at high 
temperatures and pressures rapid- 
ly is becoming the predominating 
fyel for motor engines. 

“Recent teste” the speaker as- 
serted, “show that cracked gaso- 
line gives from 10 to 35 per cent 
more wer per gallon than 
straight-run gasoline. These tests 
also showed that a gasoline en- 
gine operates more smoothly with 
eracked gasoline due to a decrease 
in the tende to ‘knock’ when 
the spark is advanced. 

“Motor fuel may be made from 
coal as @ etarting point by syn- 
thesis of carbon monoxide and hy- 
drogen (water gas.) This proc- 
ess is now in operation in Ger- 
many and has already demoralized 
the wood distUlation tndustry in 
thie country, due to the sale of 
methanol or wood alcohol at « 
very low price. The cost of making 
methanol is sald to be about 18 
eents a gallon. Coal may be 
treated with hydrogen under about 
2000 pounds pressure and at tem- 
peratures about 1000 deg. Fahren- 
heit, to make gasoline much in the 
manner heavy petroleum is 
cracked. 


SUPPLY 18 GOING PAST 

“With the present nual pro- 
duction of petroleum i@the United 
States of about 30,000,000,000 gal- 
jons, it is possible to produce by 
cracking 2.000,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline without restricting any 
use of petroleum except for steam 
and heat production purposes. The 
present annua! consumption of gas- 
oline. by 20,000.000.motor cars is 
10,000,000,000 gallons. 

“The United States with about & 
per cent of the land area of the 
world, produces two-thirds of the 
petroleum, so that we are using up 
natural resource about forty 
times as fast as the remainder of 
the world.”

$670,842 to Capital 


Millions Will be Spent on 
Horse Mesa Project 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
PHOENIX, Dec. 30.—A degree 
of pride is felt within the Salt 
River Valley due to the fact that 


while the Congressional appropria- ~ 


tion for the Salt River project this 
year will be only $3000, the sum 


of $670,842 this month was depos- | 
ited in Washington as a project re- — 


mittance in partial repayment of 
$10,160,000 assessed against the 
project for construction of the 
Roosevelt dam, for purchase and 


improvement of the valley canal, 


systems, for creation of a part of 
the project electric-ceneration sys- 
tem and for the building of the 
Roosevelt highway. 

About $7,000,000 remains due, to 
be repaid within the next seven 
years. Several millions of dollars 
have been spent by the Salt River 
Valley Water Users’ Association 
in further improvement of the 
canal system, in raising the height 
of the Roosevelt dam, in building 
the Mormon Flat water-reculation 
Gam and in betterment and en- 
largement of the hydroelectric sys- 
tem, while about $5,000,000 more 
will be expended in bullding the 
Horse Mesa dam, already started, 
and in obtaining much more pow- 
er. A campaign has been started 
toward tining the main canals with 
concrete. Storage on Salt River 
soon will be avallable for about 
2,000,000 acre feet of water, or 
twice the Initial storage. 

The project itself supplies stored 
water to 217,900 acres, though the 
county's cultivated area, mainly 
within and contiguous to the Salt 
River Valley, te 31700 acres, 
much of it watered from wells 
pumped by electric power fur- 
nished by the association. About 
100,000 acres more of outside lands 
are to be cultivated within the next 
few years, watered by projects now 
well advanced. while the capabil!- 
ties of the district are enlarging 
yearly. The county’s products in 
1925 have had an estimated value 
of nearly $30,000,000, about a third 
of the revenue coming from cot- 
ton and as much from pasturace 
and hay and resultant meat prod- 
ucts. About 30,000 acres were dou- 
ble cropped.

ol] through the Panama Canal! 
showed an increase of about 34,- 
000 tons in the month of Novem- 
ber over October, and, what Is stil! 
more significant, that there were 
forty-four westbound tankers com- 
ing to Los Angeles through the 
canal during November. compared 
with twenty-eight curing October 
and twenty-fve in September. 

Tankers elweys come westbound 
to Les Angeles in ballast, but go 
east heavily loaded. There were 
twenty-nine tankers loaded east. 
bound tn November, compared 
with twenty-six in October and 
twenty-four in September. 

The total amount of tolls paid 
to the canal In November by tank- 
ers bound to Los Angeles or go- 
ing from Los Angeles amounted to 
$357.627.97, whereas the total 
amount of tolls collected from all 
ships in al! lines of trade using 
the canal in November amounted 
to $1,870.087.68. 

The total amount of cargo pass- 
ing: eastbound through the canal 
in November was 1,436,311 tons, 
of which Los Angeles oil contrib- 
uted 290,175 tons.

N THEIR OWN LIGHT | 
With a persistence {worthy of a better 
cause, our three transcontinental railroads, 


as usual led by the Southern Pacific, main- 


tain their stubborn stand against the pro- 
posal to erect a union terminal in Los An- 
geles, as they have been ordered to do by 
the State Railroad Commission and advised 
to do by the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion, most of the important civic bodies of 
Los Angeles and more than a score of dis 
interested and expert engineers. 

This time the railroads have dusted of 
and brought out with a flourish as some 
thing new the old discarded Titcomb pian 
for doing away with grade crossings by 
means of elevated roade—miles of hideous 
tresties throngh the downtown area, rail- 
roads op stilts denounced as transportation 
monstrosities "by trdfic experts. 

The railroads have put a bright new cost 
of paint on this outworn scheme with 4 
promise to take their tracks off Alameda 
street and to erect a modern station for 
the Santa Fe on its present site. But it re 
mains essentially the same old elevated rall- 
road proposition that the Railroad Commis 
sion and the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion have rejected as unfeasible and unde- 
sirable and to which the city has declared 
itself upalterably opposed. 

The reason the railroads advance this 
hoary evasion at thie particular time is 
obvious. Hearings on the proposal to erect 
& union terminal at the Plaga are to be re 
sumed before the State Railroad Commie- 
sion next week. The State Railroad Com- 
mission has for years urged a union depot 
at that location. When the rafiroads took 
it out of the commission's hands by an 4p- 
peal to the courts and thence to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, the latter, the 
court of last resort in railroad matters, af- 
firmed the decision of the Railroad Com- 
mission in favor of 4 Plaza terminal 
sent the case back to the State body for de- 
termination of ways and means. Now the 
railroads, fighting with their backs to the 
wall of the last ditch, are grabbing at any 
expedient that may stave off the inevitable 
a little longer. 

.Why they should fight so bitterly is not 
quite clear, even to the railroads them- 


| selves. That their attitude is largely tra- 


ditional and in support of a policy adopted: 
long ago under very different conditions 
was inadvertently betrayed by the classic 
remark of C. W. rbrow, Southern Pacific 
counsel, to the effect that the railroad law- 
yers are training their sons to carry on the 
fight along the same old lines. 

Pride of opinion is justifiable, even praise- 
worthy, #0 long as the opinion itself is de 
fensible.

Within the past few weeks organizations 
representing the principal civic and busi- 
ness interests of Los Angeles have gone on 
record as urging the railroads to acquiesce 


in the judgment of the State and Federal | 
commissions and the engineering experts | 


and to join in the building of an adequate 
anion passenger terminal, one worthy of 
the great city which the roads are pre 
sumed to serve. In each of these resolu 
tions it was pointed out that uncertainty as 


to the outcome of the terminal controversy 


is seriously interfering with the progress 
and development of Los Angeles. Such 
great civic undertakings as the Major Trat- 
fic Plan and the Civic Center are held up in- 
definitely pending decision as to whether 
we are to bave a union terminal and, if so, 


| where it is to be. A score of private build- 


ing and development projects in the affected 
areas are similarly in abeyance. 

Now the railroads, as much as any other 
commercial business in the city, are de- 
pendent for their growth and prosperity 
upon the uninterrupfed development of Los 
Angeles. Their interest in adequate pax 
senger traffic facilities is, in fact, greater 
than that of apy other. In their obstinate 
stand against the united judgment of all 
the disinterested and qualified experts who

When the legions dragged 
slaves back to Rome they were also drax- 
ging into Rome the religions of the barba

rians, with the result that the God of leraol 
slew the gods of Rome. Olympus was de 
populated. Its gods wére driven into exile. 
On the pedestal of the fallen Venus rose the 
statue of the Virgin Mary.

But those who seek in fallen civilizations 
contributing causes that may equally in- 
fluence our own will not lose sight of the 
fact that a new idea or passion has some- 
times destroyed a race; and this study and 
contemplation will cause them to be wary 
of innovations.

vestments. The Santa Fe, he ada- 
ed is ready and willing to expend 
large sums for the erection of & 
modern passenger staticn and de- 
¢elopment of harbor traffic, but its 
plans along these lines have not

EXTENSION ABANDONED 

Plang for the extension of the 
Santa Fe line from the San Joaquin 
Valley direct to Los Angeles have 
been definitely abandoned, For 
several years the Santa Fe execu- 
tives have worked on this project, 
Mr. Storey said, but the decision 
has finally been reached that the 
State taxes on corporations op- 
erating in Callfornia probibit the 
successful and profitable operation 
of such an extension.

The stock 
market has given some credence to 
this report in the last few days and 
quotations on Atchison common 
stock have soared to a new high 
price above 149 on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 


The oil subsidiary operates in 
Southern California under te 
name of the Chanslor-Canfield 


Midway Oil Company, and was the 
discoverer of the Torrance field. 
Stock-market analysts have figured 
that the Chenslor-Canfield’s shares 
have an appraised value of about 
$1249 a share, or the equivalent 
of approximately $27 on the com- 
mon stock on the Santa Fe. 

This compeny. Mr. Storey, ex- 
plained, was organized primarily to 
furnish fvel cil and off supplies to 
the Santa Fe. and there is no neces- 
sity fo rthe segregation of the prop- 
erties. 

From a national point of view, 
the Santa Fe official believes that 
nearly all of the American ralfl- 
roads will finieh thie vear itn satis- 
factory condition. His read will 
show net earnings of about $6,000.. 
600 more than in 1924, and will 
rrobably earn the 5 8-4 per cent 
named by the Transportation Act 
as fair return on the Investment. 
Some of the lines, however, are 
etill laborihg under the burden cf 
inadequate income and are not in 
healthy condition, 

The rallroads. in his opinion, 
are in sympathy with President 
Coolldge’s recommendation of vol- 
untary consclidation, but are not tn 
accord with the suggestions of 
compulsory consolidation. In the 
coming year, Mr. Storey looks for 
some pregress in the consolidation 
movement, but it will come as a 
gradual development and not ae 
hurried process of ccmbination 
Mergers depend materially on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
decision on the Nickel Plate con- 
aciidation plan, which, so he said, 
has been withheld until the senti- 
ment of Congress could be learned. 

The Santa Fe has been grouped 
with the Western Pacific, Denver, 
Rio Grande and Western, and the 
(Colorado and Southern in the ten- 
tative plans of the commission.
